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Claims 4, 1 1 are amended in line 3 to include "included in the remote unit" and claims 6, 13 are amended in lines 2 and 3 to include "of 
said fixed unit," which requires further search. 

Applicant argued that the Cheng reference fails to teach or suggest the usage of a virtual identity only for the duration of a message 
transmission and release of the virtual identity thereafter, the Examiner repectfully disagrees. Applicant's attention is directed to col. 2, 
lines 43-62 of the Cheng reference, which suggests that the signaling chaneel assignment is dynamic that if the traffic 
increases/decreases, the number of signaling channels increases/decreases accordingly. In other words, if a mobile terminal is 
transmitting a message, a signaling channel is obtained and the signaling channel will be released back to the pool when the mobile 
terminal is not transmitting a message. 

Applicant further cited the paragraph bridging cols. 6 and 7 to allegedly argue that a signaling channel is always attached to a group of 
mobile terminals. It is interpreted that just because a group of mobile terminals is always attached to a signaling channel doesnt 
necessarily mean each individual mobile terminal in the network is always attached or assigned to a signaling channel. In fact, a mobile 
terminal may be denied a signaling channel assignment (col. 8, lines 16-55). 

Applicant also argued that the present invention provides the remote unit with the possibility of selecting an available virtual identity. 
However, these limiations are not claimed in claim 1. The claim only recites "a remote unit only uses a virtual identity in the signaling 
multiframe when sending a message," which does not claim the possibility of the remote unit selecting an avaialble virtual identity. 
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
